hands. 

Communist-led rebels, sup- 
plied by Red China, already have 
conquered large areas of Indo- 
china in an eight-year campaign 
and have tied up more than 
350,000 French and loyal Indo- 
chinese troops. 

The new French plan for 
winding up the conflict was put 
forward by the government 
headed by Premier Joseph Lan- 


iel. Its author is Gen. Henri| 
Navarre, who drafted it after a | 
visit to the battlefront. 

The offer to move nine batta- 
lions of French troops to Indo- 
china to reinforce units already 
there is reported to be the 
principal feature of this new 
strategy.

Monetary Fund Report Says Even Small 
Decline Would Cause Concern—High

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP)

States to avoid depression will

In its annual report to gov- 
ernors of the Fund and the 
World Bank, representing 55 na- 
tions, the Fund reported sub- 
| Stantial progress toward a bal-

' free from recurring dollar short- 
ages abroad. 

But the balance is precarious 
and can be upset, the report 
said, if the United States and 
|other creditor countries main- 


‘tain high tariff and other trade 
| barriers or, because of reces- 
| sion, curtail their imports, 
‘Concern to Many Nations.’ 
The possibility of “even a 
rather small decline in Ameri- 
can business activity” gives con- 
cern to many nations, the report 
said. It emphasized that the de- 
cline of United Siates military 
spending need not necessarily 
cause a business dip and noted 
that the United States Govern- 
ment is committed to take vigor- 


/ous measures to combet any

Mother of Pfc. Anthony E. Barnes Says She 


‘Roused Them All at Dawn’ for 
His Noon Arrival. 


Pfc. Anthony E. Barnes of St. 
Louis, back from Communist 
prison camp, was met at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field today by 22 
relatives and friends—all of 
them weeping for joy when his 
plane landed. 


His mother, Mrs. Mayme 
Barnes of Ellington, Mo., had 
“roused them all at dawn” to 
make sure all were present and 
accounted for when her son ar- 
rived at noon. Two of his four 
sisters were there, and five of 
his six brothers, including Sgt. 
Charles Barnes, who had his 
Army furlough extended for this 
meeting. 

Barnes told a reporter at the 
airport that as a prisoner in 
North Korea he saw a number 
of white troops—three com- 
panies of them on one occasion. 
“I don’t know if they were Rus- 
sian troops—I don’t know if I'd 
be able to tell,” he added. 

The family throng took Barnes 
to the home of a brother, Ern- 
est, 2609A Park avenue. He told 
them how he was captured May 
25, 1951, after enemy fire hit a 
truck in which he was carrying 
North Korean pirsoners. ASs a 
prisoner he was in charge of a 
kitchen and baked bread twice 
daily. 

Freed a day after his birthday 
Aug. 20, Barnes was told he will 
have a real birthday party to- 
morrow morning at the Lafa- 


yette Park Church of the Naz- 
arene, 2800 St. Vincent street. 
A sister, Mrs. Carl Radle of St. 
Louis, will provide the cake. 

Cpl. Charles F., Hearn, re- 
leased Aug. 5 after 27 months 
as a prisoner of war in Korea, 
arrived today for a glad re- 
union with his family at the 
home of his father, Gaston 
Hearn, 5054 Ridge avenue. 

Cpl. Hearn, a Negro, 23 years 
old, had driven with two other 
former captives from San Fran- 
cisco, where he docked last Fri- 
day on the hospital ship Haven. 
He remained under treatment for 
a kidney ailment that had 
troubled him when a prisoner. 

Six weeks after he was taken 
prisoner, Hearn escaped by run- 
ning away from a marching col- 
umn with two other captives. He 
hid in the hills for three days 
before being recaptured, he said. 

Other former prisoners re- 
cently returned to their homes 
in this area include Cpl. Mack 
L. Spearman, son of Mrs. Roxie 
Spearman, of Lee Wright 
Homes, Venice.

BELLEVILLE COACH 
LINE GETS 2-CENT 
CASH FARE RISE 


A 2-cent cash fare increase 
on busses of the Belleville-St. 
Louis Coach Co. was approved 
today by the Illinois Commerce 
Commission, effective next Tues- 
day.

RUSSIA SEEKING 
TO-BUY $28,000,000 
OF BRITISH SHIPS 


LONDON, Sept. 10 (AP) — 
A British business mission re- 
turned from Moscow yesterday 
and reported Russia wants to 
order $28,000,000 worth of small 
ships from this country. 

Harry L. Dowsett chairman 
of the operating companies form- 
ing the Dowsett Engineering 
Group, said the orders would be 
carried out if the government 
agrees. Dowsett led a mission of 
six industrialists to Moscow. 

The Board of Trade, which 
has final say on whether war- 
potential goods should be sold 
to Communist nations, has with- 
held permission for the fulfill- 
ment of ship orders placed by 
the Russians last May. 

Soviet Russia had put in a bid 
to buy at least 40 refrigeration 
ships and trawlers.

City Action Names Four 
Democratic Politi- 
cians, Ousted Head 
of Pound. 


Suit to recover money al- 
leged to have been improperly 
paid out of city funds for oper- 
ation of the dog pound was filed 
in circuit court yesterday 
against four Democratic poli- 
ticlans and Charles H. Whitley, 
the recently ousted pound mas- 
ter. 


selor Samuel H. Liberman, were: 
Henry E. Luaders, Ninth Ward 
Democratic committeeman: Fred 
J. Schmidt Jr., Thirteenth Ward 
committeeman; Roy J. Farrar, 
Twenty-seventh Ward committ- 
man, and Mrs. Ann Fuerst, Ninth 
Ward committeewoman. 


An annual appropriation of 
$14,400 was made for operation 
of the dog pound, the suit 
pointed out, and Whitley re- 
ceived monthly vouchers of 
$1200 through the city marshal 
for the period he was pound 
master, from April 1, 1949, to 
last Aug. 17, 
ousted by Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker. 

‘Breach of Trust.’ 

Whitley “wrongfully and in 
breach of trust” delivered the 
$1200 each month to Luaders, 
the petition stated. Luaders de- 
posited the money in the per- 
sonal bank account of Whitley, 
who then paid $800 to $900 a 
month to Luaders, the suit 
charged. 

Luaders paid from the funds 
he received $250 a month each 
to Schmidt, Farrar and Mrs. 
Fuerst, retaining the balance of 
the $800 to $900 for his own 
use, it is alleged. 

The payments to Farrar and 
Mrs. Fuerst ran for 36 months, 
and to Schmidt for 12 months, 
the petition declared. Thus, Mrs. 
Fuerst and Farrar each received 
a total of $9000 as “stray dog 
spotters” while Schmidt received 
$3000, according to City Coun- 
selor Liberman’s calculation. 

Luaders retained the funds re- 
maining in his hands for serv- 
ices as bookkeeper at the pound, 
described in the suit as being of 
“negligible value.” Mrs. Fuerst, 
Schmidt and Farrar rendered no 
services as dog spotters, or in 


any other capacity, for the 
money they received, the suit 
alleged. 

Charge Includes Fees. 

After April 24, 1952, Whitley 
was authorized by ordinance to 
collect fees of $2 for each dog 
redeemed by owners and 75 
cents for each dog delivered to 
medical schools. The ordinance 
required that the fees be turned 
into the comptroller’s office on 
or before the tenth day of each 
month. The suit charges that 
Whitley collected such fees, but 
failed to account for them, 

The suit asks that Lauders, 
Farrar, Schmidt and Mrs. Fuerst 
be compelled to account for the 
money they received, and that 
judgments be returned against 
them, including interest and 
court costs. Whitley, the suit con- 
tends, should be required to ac- 
count for “all moneys turned 
over to him from the city treas- 
ury” and for the fees he is al- 
leged to have collected. 

An investigation of the han- 
dling of dog pound funds is be- 
ing conducted by the circuit 
court grand jury under the di- 
rection of Circuit Attorney Ed- 
ward L. Dowd. Farrar and Mrs. 
Fuerst have been charged in 
warrants with obtaining money 
under false pretenses as a.re- 
sult of the disclosures. 

Whitley operated the pound, 
at 2120 Gasconade street, un- 
der an “oral agreement” with 
the city, which is alleged to 
have been discussed in the of- 
fice of the late Mayor Joseph 
M. Darst in 1949. The arrange- 
ment was terminated last month 
and the pound is now operated 
by a committee which includes 
Dr. J. Earl Smith, city health 
commissioner.

A Government civil claim for 
$810,562 in additional income 
taxes and penalties against 
Adolph C. (Andy) Burger, auto- 
mobile dealer, was settled about 
a year ago for $107,680, Burger 
said yesterday following the fil- 
ing of a federal complaint charg- 
ing him with evading $53,987 in 
taxes in another instance. 

The civil claim had been pend- 
ing since 1948 and was settled 
by the appellate staff of the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue in 
Washington. It covered the 
years 1941 through 1944.

Jointly charged with Burger 
in the information filed in the 
United States Commissioner's 
office was Carlisle Cooper, of- 
fice manager for Andy Burger | 
Motors, Inc. Cooper was accused |

income tax for the 1946-47 fiscal | 


ear. 

Last Feb. 19, Cooper was in- 
dicted on an perjury charge, 
another outgrowth of the tax. 
inquiry. 

The criminal information was 
filed at this time because the 
six-year statute of limitations 
on tax fraud prosecution was 
about to apply. 


In his statement relating to 
settlement of the civil claim, 
Burger said: 

“The Government said I owed 
$810,562 in taxes. Certain part- 
nerships operating various busi- 
ness enterprises were described 
as invalid partnerships for tax 
purposes. After all the facts 
were presented the validity of 
the partnerships was upheld and 
the total liability was finally de- 
termined to be $107,680, which 
was paid.”

CONVICTS RIOT 


AFTER BG FIRE 


: . Washington State Pris 


oners Are Quieted 
Down After Three 
Bursts of Tear Gas. 


WALLA, WALLA, Wash., Sept. 
10 (AP)—E£ight hundred state 
penitentiary inmates followed a 
$500,000 prison fire last night 
with cell-wrecking disorders 


that were quelled only after 


guards sprayed their quarters 
with tear gas three times. 

The outbreak apparently was 
kept to a minimum by prompt 
action of guards who herded 
prisoners quickly into thejr celly 
when 14 inmates began acting 
up at evening meal time. Dishes 
were thrown and chairs smashed 
as a group of “young but tough” 
men began misbehaving. 

This occurred about two 
hours after an unexplained fire 
roared through the institution's 
metals plant, destroying it and 
more than 1,000,000 license 
plates destined for use on Wash- 
ington state automobiles in 1954, 

Damage from the fire was 
estimated by Deputy Warden Al 
Remboldt at $500,000. No dis- 
orders accompanied the blaze 
which started after the plant 
had been closed down for the 
evening. 

Officials were prepared, how- 
ever, for unrest and acted 
quickly when the dining room 
melee broke out, Back in their 
cells, the men apparently be- 
came anfoyed, Remboldt said, 
because the prison’s ventilation 
system failed when the fire 
burned out part of the power 
circuits. 

Soon the convicts began hurl- 
ing materials out the barred 
doors of their cells, 

Mattresses were set afire and 
tossed out windows which had 
been broken with fists or arti- 
cles ripped from cell walls. 
Lavatories were broken from 
their supports and smashed. Dis- 
orders grew more violent until 
they reached their peak about 
8 p.m. in four wings. 

Eighty guards and 30 police- 
men entered the cell blocks, 
filling the cells with tear gas. 
Cursing and shouting taunts, 


the inmates continued their 
depredations through a second 
volley of tear gas. 

They quieted down after a 
third treatment and guards 
started moving from cell to cell, 
cleaning up the mess as best they 
could and getting the convicts 
bedded down for the night. 

Five convicts were removed 
to an isolation tank. Some 
guards were driven from one 
part of the prison wall when 
tear gas from the cell blocks 
floated out windows and over 
their stations.

The RFC, now headed by Kenton R. Cravens, St. Louis

Cravens told the Post-Dis- 
patch today he is about ready 
to anpounce the blueprint for 
disposal of RFC’s assets, which 
include business loans, stocks, 
bonds, state and municipal se- 


curities, home mortgages and | $98 


business firms taken over 
satisfaction of loans. 


Teams of RFC appraisers are 
now in its field offices and in 
some cases in the plants of bor- 
rowers, sizing up the goods to 
be put on sale, sorting and 
classifying them. Within a few 
weeks Craven expects to be able 
to announce just how the liqui- 
dation will be conducted. 

Commercial banks will be ex- 
pected to take a large part of 
the RFC assets. The agency also 
hopes to deal with investment 
firms and institutional buyers. 
Newspaper advertising and other 
promotional efforts will be 
aimed at finding buyers among 
individuals and business firms. 


Treasury to Take Some Assets. 


To be disposed of are about 
$700,000,000 in notes and mort- 
gages on which the RFC has ad- 
vanced its full commitment, plus 
about $400,000,000 in loans on 
which RFC has made commit- 
ments but has not yet paid out 
the money. In some cases these 
commitments will call for dis- 
bursal of funds over a two or 
three year period. These and 
any other assets of RFC which 
cannot be disposed of by June 
will be taken over and admin- 
istered by the Treasury. 


Tuning up for the big opera- 
tion, the RFC has notified se- 
curity dealers, and will take 
newspaper advertisements next 
Tuesday to notify others, that it 
has $9,000,000 in municipal 
bonds on the block. These are 
to be sold to the high bidders.

Classification of Loans. 


In the RFC portfolio, and up 
for sale, are about 5000 business 
loan totaling, last June 30, about 
$492,000,000; stocks and bonds 
of eight railroads totaling $76,- 
500,000; preferred stock and 
bonds of 53 banks tetaling $45,- 
200,000; state, municipal and 
other public agency bonds total-

In any event the RFC, itself a 
relic of the Hoover era, will be 
out of business in June after 
having lent more than 10 billion 
dollars to 200,000 borrowers.

Franco’s secret is that he 
had boldly decentralized the 
government of Spanish Morocco 
and given gold-trimmed de‘er- 
ence to its leaders. 

Franco soon established a five- 
year program of spending $6,- 
500,000 in Morocco.

than better as the “new Germany” takes shape on the European 


political stage. 

The reasons for this are sim- 
ple to define. In the first place, 
Adenauer’s triumph means that 


the various units that make up 
the European problem must now 
be brought out of the pigeon- 
hole and pressed into final 
shape. The delays that began 
early last summer when the 
American election campaign be- 
gan, and which continued 
through this year because of 
the German election campaign, 
have now ended. There no long- 
er is an excuse for officials to 
look out the window and watch 
the politicians wrangle among 
themselves over their domestic 
problems. 


EDC Top Problem. 


Foremost amorg these prob- 
lems, of course, is the European 
Defense Community treaty 
which has been indorsed in 
overwhelming fashion by the 
German voters. Now the pri- 
mary obstacle to the implemen- 
tation of this treaty for rearm- 
ing West Germany within the 
new European community rests 
squarely with France and to a 
lesser extent with the shaky 
Pella government in Italy. 

The pressure on France to 
stop stalling on the EDC treaty 
is going to become very heavy 
indeed. It is evident that Wash- 
ington and London together are 
going to remind Paris in clear

Germany's return from total 
defeat will be more or less com- 
plete and France will be in the 
unhappy and jittery state of 
watching her ex-enemy rise to 
the position of power and in- 
fluence in Europe which France 
has been struggling by devious 
means to prevent.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Errors Taught to Teachers 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispetch: 

This reader was very much dis- 
turbed by your editorial with the 
ironic title, “Teachers Know Too 
Much.” I knew that subject matter 
in our schools wag now looked upon 
as secondary to techniques and 
methodology, but was not aware 
that teachers themselves were being 
penalized for knowing their material! 

It is clear now, however, that this 
was an inevitable outcome of certain 
theories of education dominant to- 
day in departments of education of 
our leading universities. 

What are some of the precepts 
taught with great energy to our 
future teachers? The following five 
are repeated most often in profes- 
sional education journals: 

1. Personality growth is more tm- 
portant than the acquisition of skills 
such as reading and writing. (Does 
not literacy immensely and basically 
aid personality growth? The young 
person who is able to read Dickens 
and who understands even some of 
the bigger words inevitably under- 
goes “personality growth."’) 

2. Critical thinking is more im- 
portant than the learning of facts. 
(Of course!—but who can _ think 
critically about a problem unless he 
knows the facts? How can a young 
person discuss the Bill of Rights un- 
less he knows what it contains?) 

3. Intrinsic motivation must be 
substituted for extrinsic motivation. 
(Why must it? Do not we adults 
go to our jobs every day because we 
must, in order to eat and pay off 
the mortgage? Are not the very 
traffic lights in St. Louis examples 
of discipline via “extrinsic” motiva- 
tion? Why expect our children to 
have more self-discipline than we?) 

4. Children learn best by doing. 
(Yes, so do all of us. But to sup- 
pose that the vast sweep of history 
or the far reaches of the social 
sciences .must be tackled by some 
sort of trumped-up “participation 
project” is to pervert this funda- 
mental concept. The high schools 
have an unfortunate habit of sub- 
stituting a trip to the fire depart- 
ment for a knowledge of city govern- 
ment.) 

5. Memorization or learning by 
rote must not be tolerated. (Is there 
any other way of learning French or 
‘German or Spanish in an English- 
speaking country except by a certain 
amount of memorization and drill? 
Is there any way effective literacy 
—good grammar and punctuation— 
can be accomplished except through 
some memorization and drill?)

Pretty Thin Stuff 


The Department of Justice is finding all sorts 
of things wrong with the suit of the State of 
Arkansas to test the constitutionality of the 
offshore oil giveaway law. 

Moving to dismiss the Arkansas case, the Jus- 
tice Department tells the Federal District Court 
in Washington that Arkansas has no right 
to sue the United States Government without 
the consent of Congress and that, without this 
consent, Arkansas has no standing in the court. 

Next the Justice Department says that the 
wrong defendants are named in the Arkansas 
suit, The defendants, says the Federal Govern- 
ment’s motion to dismiss, are not Secretary of 
Interior McKay, Secretary of the Navy Ander- 
son and the United States Treasurer, Mrs, Ivy 
B. Priest. The United States Government is the 
real defendant, so the motion to dismiss says. 

Still another complaint against the Arkansas 
challenge is that its suit contends that the 
United States holds the offshore oil reserves in 
trust for all the people, including the people 
of Arkansas. The Department of Justice waves 
aside this contention with the chilly observa- 
tion that no such trust exists. 

> * ~ 

If these points fairly represent the Depart- 
ment of Justice's arguments against the Arkan- 
sag suit, the case is as good as in court. Surely 
no judge would dismiss the Arkansas test for 
reasons no better than these. For the first two 
objections to the suit are purely technical and 
the third, in our opinion, lacks even the merit 
of technicality. 

The Federal Government holds much in trust 
for the American people today, including vast 
areas of public forest and recreation lands. Mr. 
Brownell’s Justice Department seems to be 
bent on repudiating a long line of Republican 
conservationists who go back to the days of 
Theodore Roosevelt and Gifford Pinchot. 

Moreover, the Attorney General also appears 
to have forgotten his own doubts about the 
constitutionality of the giveaway, which he ex- 
pressed only last March before the Senate In- 
terior Committee. In an effort to amend the 
legislation so as to protect it against a court 
test, Mr. Brownell said he believed that the 
states should get the mineral resources in the 
underwater coastal areas, but that they should 
not get a quitclaim title. Title, said the Attorney 
General, should stay with the United States 
Government. 

Now his Department of Justice says that 
there is no such thing as a national trust which 
could hold such resources as the offshore oil 
for the people. If there is no such thing as a 
national trust, why then did he argue last 
March that the Federal Government should re- 
tain title? 

* * * 

Meantime Attorney General Dalton of Mis- 
souri serves not only Missourians but all United 
States citizens with his current decision to take 
legal action against the giveaway law. Mr. Dal- 
ton has under consideration a suit to be filed 
directly with the Supreme Court, a course 
which he says other states are contemplating. 

Rhode Island, Arkansas, Missouri—let the list 
grow so long that the Department of Justice 
will be forced to recognize that this is a nation- 
al movement, representing virtually the entire 
nation. So far as the American people are con- 
cerned, the more suits the better! 

The country is hearing a lot these days about 
“creeping Socialism'’—the term which President 
Eisenhower applied to TVA—but not enough 
about creeping exploitation. And creeping ex- 
ploitation is exactly what this vital national re- 
source giveaway is. Creeping exploitation. 
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Twelve Streets to Go 

Next week St. Louis will change the final 
group of 12 streets into one-way thoroughfares 
under the master traffic plan. When the city 
began to put that plan into effect six weeks 
ago, a few pessimists here and there protested 
the change. But traffic has not only survived 
the surgery but prospered by it. The most 
casual eye can see the new ease with which 
vehicles are moving today. St. Louis can be 
proud of what some ingenyity, planning and 
six short weeks have done for its transportation, 
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Gears for Peace, Too 

One of the most effective replies to Commu- 
nist propaganda about America came on Labor 
day from Walter Reuther, head of the CIO. 

In an Akron, O., address, Reuther observed 
that the Communists argue that American pros- 
perity is geared to war. He said American 
labor rejects the idea that depressions are in- 
evitable, and added: “Depressions are man 
made, and what man makes he can also avoid.” 

Reuther pointed to two large areas where 
American Government and people can gear 
themgelves to peacetime prosperity and con- 
structive effort. The nation needs 345,000 more 
school rooms, he said, for “we have the swing 
shift in schools in many large cities.”” The need 
for better housing is just as important. 

Unfortunately, Congress cut the heart out of 
the housing program and ignored appeals to 
mobilize the nation against. its school shortage. 
But labor, a prime target of Communist propa- 
ganda, has not lost sight of these worthwhile 
objectives. Walter Reuther's reply to the Com- 
munist line can easily be understood, here or 
in Moscow. 
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Implications of the School Veto 

Organizations interested in the tax bills 
which Missourians must pay are concerned 
over the legal battle being waged against Gov. 
Donnelly’s veto of a $9,250,000 bonus appro- 
priation for the public schools of the state. 

This challenge is based on a Jaw (Revised 
Statutes of Missouri, 1949, Section 26.030) 
which says that a Governor may not reduce 
school appropriations. The Governor's stand is 
that he did not reduce the regular school ap- 
propriation, and that under the item veto sys- 
tem he had a right to veto the bonus. 

The real trouble is that Missouri's schools 
are exempted from executive budgetary con- 
trol. They automatically get one-third of the 
state’s general revenues—and sometimes a wind- 
fall on top of that. This system has hardly 


caused the state to spénd as much as it might. 


on edueation. Missouri's income is well above 
the national average, and its school expendi- 
tures are all too far under that average. But 
the automatic manner of handing money to the 
schools is an invitation to abuse. 

.Groups interested in better education—such 
as the Missouri Citizens C issi have been 
among the first to point this out. They cannot 
fairly ask for more state funds until every com- 
munity has done its best to defray school ex- 
penses through local taxation and has shown 
that its.schools are being operated efficiently. 
So we hope Gov. Donnelly’s veto will be up- 
held in the courts—not because we are against 


more money for education, but because we be- 
lieve it is high time for Missouri to adopt a 
system which will make sure that state con- 
tributions really raise educational standards. 
The Governor Is Listening 

The logic, fairness and plain common sense 
of Mayor Tucker’s appeal for an extension of 
the city earnings tax are overpowering. 

But unless the State Senators and Representa- 
tives from St. Louis throw their weight into 
the appeal, the city’s case will be lost once 
again. For it is most unlikely that Gov. Don- 
nelly will call the Legislature into special ses- 
sion on a St. Louis measure Without clear as- 
surance that a united St. Louis delegation will 
carry the fight for it, 

The facts of the city's unhappy financial 
plight make the Mayor's case, and they ought 
to be compelling with the city’s legislative del- 
egation, Except for rubbish collection, St. Louis 
is not providing a single major service above 
what it offered in 1940. In that year municipal 
government cost the taxpayers $19,400,000. This 
year the cost will run to some $47,500,000. 

That sharp rise represents the effect of in- 
flation on the cost of providing municipal serv- 
ices. The city has had to pay greater and great- 
er sums for labor, for supplies, for equipment. 
These. higher costs are reflected in higher 
charges to the taxpayer. Property taxes in the 
city are at their statutory maximums, and real 
estate assessments now represent 50 per cent 
of actual value, the highest in the state. 

Equity and simple fairness demand that non- 
residents who work in the city and use its 
services in the pursuit of their livelihood ought 
to bear at least a portion of the cost of those 
services. It is in their own self interest to sup- 
port a healthy, progressive central city. And 
for that matter, a thriving St. Louis is a gain 
for all of Missouri. 

Gov. Donnelly is aware of the city’s plight 
and of the logic of Mayor Tucker's prescription; 
so are a great many outstate legislators. But 
they are waiting to hear from St, Louis’s six 
Senators and 18 Representatives. 

Will the St. Louisans speak out unequivocal- 
ly in the interest of their own community? The 
Governor is listening, and so are their con- 
stituents, 
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Closing the Dollar Gap 


Temporarily at least, the current volume of 
British exports flowing across the Atlantic has 
all but closed the dollar gap. In August, nor- 
mally a slack trading time, the British Treas- 
ury added some $13,000,000 to its gold and 
dollar reserves, and they stand now at their 
highest level in nearly two years. 

And yet Britain is far from out of the eco- 
nomic woods. As former Ambassador Lewis 
Douglas noted in his report to President Eisen- 
hower, “more remains to be done if sterling is 
to acquire sufficient strength and resilience to 
stand the rigorous test of convertibility.” A 
large part of that “more” depends uppn what 
we do to open our doors to British salesmen. 

After the Australian, the American market is 
Britain’s next largest. Even so the impact of 
British sales in this country is picayune: they 
amount to only three-fourths of 1 per cent of 
all American consumer purchases. The British 
believe that they could double this volume with- 
out pain to American industry, provided we 
were to clear @ path through the maze of 
American-made impediments to freer trade. 

Unhappily, however, that would require an 
abrupt about face by the high-tariff Republi- 
cans who enjoy such prestige in the Congress. 
They are not likely to do anything of the kind 
without pressure from the White House and 
pressure from their own districts. On such thin 
threads hang a large measure of Britain’s hopes 
for paying her own way. 
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The U.N.’s Stern Demand 


The U.N. command’s new note on the Ko- 
rean prisoner issue raises an implicit question 
of whether the Communists are violating the 
truce agreement. 

U.N. commanders have a documented list of 
3404 men not so far repatriated. They have in- 
sisted that the Communists return the prison- 
ers or account for them. 

The truce agreement provides that prisoners 
can be withheld by either side only if they ob- 
ject to repatriation, Yet the Communists have 
not gaid the 3404 prisoners objected to return. 
They have not said the men died or escaped. 
Instead of explaining, the Red Chinese radio 
only cries that the U.N, demand is a fake. 

These 3404 prisoners cannot be left to the 
mercy of their ruthless captors. The U.N.’s stern 
demand for a full accounting is justified by the 
truce terms to which the Communists commit- 
ted themselves. 

If the Communists do not respond satisfac- 
torily, the U.N. command would have recourse 
to the Neutral Nations Repatriation Commis- 
sion. Under the truce terms that commission 
is to take custody of prisoners not voluntarily 
repatriated. The commission will have to de- 
termine their status. 

Meanwhile the U.N. has to support its de- 
mand for an explanation with the same pa- 
tient vigor which characterized the long nego- 
tiations for a truce. Those negotiations sug- 
gested there might be as much trouble over 
carrying out the terms as in arriving at them. 

But the seriousness of the prisoner question 
should be apparent to the most obstinate ene- 
my. It is a test of intentions. Good faith is re- 
quired not only to carry out the truce but to 
make a Korean settlement possible. 

The Communist command must know that 
peace talks cannot succeed if they are preceded 
by a cruel hoax inyolving prisoners. 
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From the Vasty Deep 
Speaker Martin says Congress is going to be 
up to its neck in work next year, Among the 
problems that “must’’ be faced, he says, are: 
Taxes. 
Reciprocal trade agreements. 
Extension of social security coverage. 
Farm price supports. 
Taft-Hartley law revision (possibly). 
Glendower claimed that he could call spirits 
from the vasty deep, and Hotspur rightly in- 
quired whether the spirits would come when 
called. So Speaker Martin can summon Congress 
to face its problems, and that is something dif- 
ferent from Congress doing so 
By and large, this will be the same House 
of Representatives and the same Senate which 
in this year’s session avoided as many basic 
decisions as it could in the fields of taxes, 
reciprocal trade, social security, farm policy and 
labor policy. If Speaker Martin can persuade 
these gentlemen to do in an election year what 
they strenuously resisted doing in an off year, 
he will qualify as a latter-day Glendower cum 
laude.

Extracts From the Book, “A History of the Jews” (Knopf), by 
Abram Leon Sachar, President, Brandeis University 


Ever since 1881, when the benighted 
governments of Eastern Europe vir- 
tually declared war on their Jewish 

ulations, the United States had been 

S Waemlant Land for all the areas of 
Conelaniaam. 

There was a steady exodus of young- 
er sons, followed by the importation of 
whole families, climaxed by the 
transplantation of entire communities. 
By the end of World War I, America 
counted more than 4,000,000 ‘Jews. 

Then came the Johnson Act, passed 
by Congress in 1924, which virtually 
closed the doors of 
the country except 
to a minor stream 
of specially select- 


ed groups. The 
Johnson Act, un- 
dramatic to the 


point of dullness, 
adopted without 
fanfare, proved to 
be one of the three 
or four most sig- 
nificant and _ far- 
reaching events in 
modern Jewish his- 
tory. For, in effect, 
it dammed up in 
Europe all the dis- 
couraged and helplesg victims of suc- 
cessive repression and misfortune. 
For the Jews who were already in 
the United States, the new immigra- 
tion law was a warning and a challenge. 
The American Jewish community could 
no longer expect the reinforcements 
that had always been fed into their cul- 
tural and religious institutions. Jewish 
institutions and ideologies were slowly 
but surely modified and transformed as 
the family associations and the loyal- 
ties of Europe faded and dissolved. 


Bright Chapter of Help 


Yet the responsibility for the physi- 
cal and moral survival of European 
Jewish life did not grow less. Rather 
,it increased. 

American Jews loyally responded to 
the substantial demands upon them. 
They contributéd hundreds of millions 
of dollars for relief and reconstruction. 
Herbert Hoover, who headed the Amer- 
ican relief efforts after World War I, 
declared: “There is no brighter chapter 
in the whole history of philanthropy 
than that which could be written of the 
work of the American Jews ., .”” 

In the cultural life of the postwar 
Jewish community the dominant t- 
tern seemed to be the passion for adap- 
tation, for quick .assimilation to the 
ways of America. The sociologist and 
the novelist found a perennially fasci- 
nating theme in the reactions of Jewish 
immigrants. An impressive literature 
was created to describe the tortuous 
road from Ellis Island to Hester street, 
and thence, through a labyrinth of 
heartache and happiness, to the goal of 
Americanization — educated children, 
security, a genteel neighborhood.

The Passion to Conform

meaning. The most compelling need in 
American Jewish life was a program 
of education dynamic enough to win 
the loyalty of the younger generation. 

Happily it was not necessary for the 
Jews of America to be obsessed with 
the problem of rights, of personal or 
group security. The United States was 
one of the few countries in the modern 
world that established the principle of 
complete equality from the very en 
ning of its life as a nation. Social dis- 
crimination existed, but this was al- 
most inevitable, except in Utopia. 


Threat of Anti-Semitism 


Indeed there were social cleavages 
among the Jews themselves. Such so- 
cial snobbishness encouraged the cli- 
mate of restriction and prejudice and 
called for constant resistance. But it 
did not interfere seriously with oppor- 
tunities to live, to study, to work, to 
exercise all privileges of citizenship. 

This freedom, in contrast to Europe's 
festering hatreds, was not due to the 
superior intelligence of the American 
pe eople or to their deeper devotion to 

hristian principles. America was a 
rich country; it had endless resources. 
There was, in consequence, infinitely 
less strain upon Americans than upon 
the exploited, hate-stimulated groups 
of Eastern and Central Europe. 

The unfailing relationship between 
tolerance and abundance, and between 
intolerance and depression, was clearly 
demonstrated, even in bountifully en- 
dowed America. For the only periods 
when anti-Semites achieved any follow- 
ing, or for that matter, any notice, were 
those in which the country went 
through depression, unemployment and 
the tensions of post-war shortages. 

The responsible leadership of the 
country—in polities, ‘he Church, educa- 
tion, the press, the radio—quickly dis- 
sociated themselves from such utter- 
ances and proudly asserted that they 
represented nothing but the off-scour- 
ings of national life. 

Yet after the astonishing success of 
campaigns in Europe, it was no longer 
sensible for the Jews to dismiss lightly 
the worwnnge of crackpots or 
bugs, or to rely exclusively upon Chris- 
tian good will. The major Jewish or- 
ganizations, B’nai B'rith, the American 
Jewish Congress, American Jewish Com- 
mittee, strengthened their defense arm. 


Publicity Exposes Lies 


Their strategy was to focus the spot- 
light of publicity upon their enemies 
and to expose their lies. They kept 
open diplomatic and political contacts 
so as to facilitate redress in the courts 
or in the legislative chambers when 
the assaults of the unprincipled re- 


quired action. 

Yet it was reco ed that all of this 
was peripheral, t the basic defense 
lay in the preservation of the democrat- 
ic system, If it stood up, all groups 
were safe. If it went down because of 
assault from abroad or because of eco- 
nomic catastrophe at home, then all 
values were in jeopa tianity, 
the His liberal tradition, the national stan-

The tame of fighting back against for- 
eign and domestic enemies who threat- 
ened the democratic way belonged to 
all. It was a task for Christians as

Role as Negotiator. 


Vinson 


The two men, Harry Truman 
and Fred Vinson, exhibit con- 
trasts that are common in poli- 
tics as in other walks of life. 
As a political leader, Mr. Tru- 
man was, and fs, dramatic, 
forthright, often uncompromis- 
ing, a direct actionist. The Chief 
Justice, though a man of firm 
principle, usually sought his ob- 
jectives by less aggressive meth- 
ods. He was skillful in bring- 
ing men together by the process 
of persuasion and give-and-take. 

In that role of able negotiator 
he was effective in the House of 
Representatives where he served 
for many years, and notably so 
later—because the terrain of 
operations was so much bigger 
—when he was in the top civil- 
fan command at the White 
House during World War II. 


Similarly he was presiding of- 
ficer and keeper of the peace 
for the Supreme Court which, 
when he assumed his seat in 
1946, was a veritable nest of 
feudists that called out the best 
pacifying talents of this tactful 
and patient Kentuckian. 


The Great Issue. 


The contrast of character and 
method was manifest in the part 
that each man has played in one 
of the great issues of this time. 
Their respective influence prob- 
ably will loom much larger in 
history than it does now when 
controversy over that issue still 
rages and when each of the men 
is identified with so many other 
issues with which this shares 
attention. 

The great issue referred to is 
civil rights. Striking in the con- 
tributions that each has made in 
his own way—and very praise- 
worthy—is the fact that each 
came from southern border state 
backgrounds. That, too, is in the 
American tradition. 

The former President struck 
boldly, unequivocally and with- 
out compromise for the whole 
catalogue of civil rights spelled 
out for him by a commission 


representing varying viewpoints 
that he had appointed—and, by 
standing there, unmoved, taking 
the brickbats full in the face, he 
widened the split in his party. 
He won at the same time the 
loyal devotion of those for whom 
he had fought. 

In this instance, Harry Tru-

book and stirred up controversy 
and provoked debate and 
thought. The debate he stirz:d 
up, the thinking he provoked, 
have been fruitful, it is certain, 
far more than is yet realized. 


Influence on South. 


For the South, for all of the 
bitter resentment at Truman, 
has stepped up in the last few 
years its efforts to extend the 
area of civil rights, though it 
would be denied in the South 
that Harry Truman had any in- 
fluence in that progress. 

As contrasted with the bel- 
ligerent role of the former 
President, it fell upon ’*-~ “icf 
Justice to do his part in the 
highest court of our land which, 
often in the past, has itself writ- 
ten the law as well as history — 
for we know how it helped to 
make a war once by the Dred 
Scott decision. 

Chief Justice Vinson’s contri- 
bution—and it was a great one 
—was to pull the court together 
unanimously behind the decision 
he, himself, wrote in the Okla- 
homa and Texas cases holding 
that Negroes must be admitted 
to graduate schools of state- 
supported colleges on the same 
basis as white students. 


High Order Politics. 


As a unanimous decision, it 
would carry more weight in the 
South, and that has been dem- 
onstrated in what is happening 
in southern colleges. It is, in 
effect, a trail-blazer. At least 
two Justices would have gone 
further than the court went in 
its decision, which was limited 
in actual scope, but for the 
Chief Justice’s restraint to get 
unanimity. 


Vinson executed a piece of 
politics of the highest order and 
in the best sense comparable to 
what the late Chief Justice 
Charles Evans Hughes did when 
he pulled a majority of the 
court of the 1930s around to ac- 
cept a good deal of the new eco- 
nomic and social order of the 
Roosevelt New Deal and thus 
saved the court from the Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt “packing” 
threat. 

Perhaps not too long after it 
convenes Oct. 5, the Supreme 
Court will act on a much broad- 
er case involving segregation in 
public schools generally. It has 
labored long over this. Very 
likely the influence of Fred Vin- 
son will reveal itself in what- 
ever solution the court finds for 
this truly difficult problem.

The Jewish New Year’s Day 

was being celebrated today with 
religious services in all temples 
and synagogues. The holiday, 
Rosh Hashonah, opens a 10-day 
period of penitence that will 
close with Yom Kippur, Day of 
Atonement. 
. “The false gods of pride and 
power and station and success,” 
were denounced by Rabbi Sam- 
uel Thurman in a Rosh Hasho- 
nah sermon last night at United 
Hebrew Temple. 

“Alas, these are the false gods 
which today beguile the senses 
and blind the eyes to the vision 
and worship of the only God,” 
Rabbi Thurman said. 

In his sermon at Temple Is- 
rae], Rabbi Ferdinand M. Isser- 
man defended the Protestant 
clergy who had been under at- 
tack for their views, and praised 
them as “exponents of individual 
freedom in the forefront in the 
battle for human liberty. 

“Even if they receive the con- 
demnation of men, they receive 
the commendation of God,” he 
declared. On this holiest of fes- 
tivals, I feel it is a moral ob- 
ligation to point out the injus- 
tice of libeling them and accus- 
ing them of not being faithful 
and loyal to God and the moral 
law, and to the best interests 
of the United States and hu- 
manty.” 

Rabbi Julius Gordon at Tem- 
ple Shaare Emeth described the 
10 days of penitence as “special 
days for spiritual stock-taking. 
Each year should give us the 
incentive to search our soul and 
to probe our potentialities for a 
spiritually richer and fuller 
life,” he said. 

“Why do we rush to the res- 
cue of defenseless people in dis- 
tant lands? Why do wo not enjoy 
aceful enclosure extend-

Prize-Winning Painter’s 
First Such ibit—Re- 
ception Tomorrow.

The first solo exhibition by 
Eda Lincoln Cushing, winner of 
major prizes in City Art Museum 
and Artists’ Guild competitions, 
opened today at the Art Mart, 26 
North Meramec avenue, Clayton. 
A reception will begin tomorrow 
at 7:30 p.m. 

Almost all of the paintings 
are new, though several already 
have been chosen for national 
and regional shows in other 
cities. Most recent of the larg- 
er compositions is “Mariner's 
Dream,” a semi-abstract expres- 
sionist oil-and-wax painting just 
back from the Denver Art Mu- 
seum. 


“‘Mariner’s Dream” is a sea of 
uncertain and eerie visions. 
Shadowy forms of listless sails 
and high-piled cargo seem: to 
move amid unsubstantial browns 
and ghostly bluish-whites. There 
is marked tension between the 
two-dimensional surface and 
background objects. This plastic 
sensation is caused by advanc- 
ing and receding colors rather 
than by academic perspective. 
A companion piece to this _noc- 
turne is “Enchanted Harbor,” 
whose golden brilliance at the 
left suggests dawn, though night 
persists in the spatial maze of 
rigging at the right- Both these 
paintings, the artist said, are 
intended to convey something of 
the complexity, romance and 
mystery of a harbor’s sights and 
sounds. 

Also nautical in theme is “Dark 
Vigil,” shown . at Springfield, 
Mo., a pastel fhat looks like a 
gouache, or opaque water color. 
Effective contrast with its four 
points of illumination is pro- 
vided by a subdued palette re- 
stricted to shades of blue, pur- 
ple and violet. 

Even more limited in color are 
“The Cove,” “Street in Bourbon” 
and “Painting,” all transparent 
water colors or gouaches, each 
one using black and white and 
a single color. These, survivors 
of a far greater number painted 
and mostly thrown away, are 
spontaneous and cfisp. 

The show is rounded out by 
various treatments of fish, remi- 
niscent of the artist’s “The 
Catch,” part of a recent exhibi-

An Old Arab Dream. 


Most noteworthy is the eco- 
nomic penetration of the Mid- 
dle East and Africa. German 
electrical and engineering firms 
are combining to get contracts 
for big new development proj- 
ects in that area. An example is 
the development projected for 
Aswan on the Nile in Egypt. The 
estimated cost is $500,000,000 
and German firms have submit- 
ted complete plans for a power 
and irrigation scheme rivaling 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. 

While the financing for this 
giant has not yet been worked 
out, it is considered feasible. 
Other smaller projects are being 
pushed to the construction stage. 
Those who retain a deep suspi- 
cion of ultimate German aims 
see in this rapidly growing de- 
velopment merely another means 
for achieving the ancient Ger- 
man dream of conquest of this 
key area. The Germans have a 
special status in the Arab coun- 
tries because of the continuing 
hostility of the Arabs toward Is- 
rael and the Jews. 


Problem of Balance. 


In the first rejoicing over the 
Adenauer victory as a triumph 
for the West it has been assumed 
that this demonstration of Ger- 
man solidarity would further the 
coming into being of the Euro- 
pean Defense Community. With 
his great majority, the theory 
is, Chancellor Adenauer will now 
get on with ratification of EDC 
and the formation of German 
military units. France will be in- 
spired by this example to do 
likewise. 

But there is a flaw in that 
theory; a flaw so serious that 
the net effect of the German

for 75 years, is that German 
military might may once again 
overtop that of France. And it 
is here that the continuing drain 
of France's war in Indochina is 
directly related to the relative 

of the two powers on 
the Continent of Europe. 

A unified Germany, ready to . 
get on with arming divisions to 
be part of the European army, 
feeds the French fear. With 
the added burden of Indochina, 
the French contribution to the 
ground forces of the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization has 
not been what was planned and 
scheduled, Of 12 to 14 French 
divisions on paper, NATO au- 
thorities estimate only seven to 
eight would be combat-ready in 
the event of war. 


Four for One. 


Part of the blame—some in- 
formed French leaders would 
say all the blame—must be put 
on the need to Bend trained com- 
missioned and noncommissioned 
officers to direct the fighting in 
Indochina. That is especially 
true since draftees may not be 
sent without their consent to 
that war so many thousands of 
miles from continental France. 
These trained cadres would 
otherwise be the nucleus for 
forming new divisions in Europe. 

It is figured that for every 
trained man sent to the Far 
East, four others go untrained 
in France. So the drain has cost 
the French a considerable part 
of their strength in France. 
Therefore influential politicians 
such as Pierre Mendes-France, 
reflecting a large share of 
French opinion, are saying that 
an end must somehow be 
brought to the war in Indochina. 


No More for Indochina. 


American policy for Indochina 
is seemingly built on a great 
increase of French forces 
equipped with American materi- 
el in order to achieve a victory 
over the Communist-led guer- 
rillas. What a tremendous change 
in strategy this would represent 
is made clear in an analysis by 
Gen. L. M. Chassin, who until 
recently was head of the French 
Air Force in Indochina. He con- 
cludes that despite six years of 
war, the contest has not yet 


really begun. 
Along with certain political 
leaders, he holds that only 


through the creation of a na- 
tive army with real morale will 
it be possible to prosecute that 
bitter war. In that way it might 
be possible to achieve at least 
an equilibrium with the Com- 
munists forces.. France is most 
unlikely to send any sizeable 
new force to the East. That is 
the reality evident as one of the 
consequences of a united and 
resurgent Germany.

UNITED NATIONS, N. /Y., 
Sept. 10—The United States is 
confident that it will be able to 
block Russian efforts in the 
United Nations General Assem- 
bly next week to seat Commu- 
nist China in the U.N. 

At the outset of the General 
Assembly session last month on 
arrangements for the forthcom- 
ing Korean political conference, 
Soviet delegate Andrei Y. Vi- 
schinsky served notice that he 
would make new efforts, when 
the regular fall assembly ses- 
sion convenes Tuesday, to unseat 
Nationalist China in favor of the 
Peiping government. 

The United States is certain, 
however, that it can round up 
enough votes to bring about an- 
other postponement of assembly 
consideration of the issue—at 
least until the Korean confer- 
ence shows progress on its cen- 
tral purpose: unification of Ko- 
rea and agreement on a per- 
manent peace treaty. 

: Consulting British. 

It was learned that the United 
States and British delegations 
have been in frequent consulta- 
tion on the issue recently and 
American expectations at this 
point are that the British will 
support a proposal for postpon- 
ing debate on China for the 
present. It is understood, how- 
ever, that the British position 
is still somewhat fluid. 

There is a considerable diver- 
gence of views on whether a 
vote in the assembly concerning 
Chinese representation requires 
a simple majority or a _ two- 
thirds majority of those voting 
“yes” or “no.” 

Those desiring to see Red 
China in the U.N. support the 
simple majority view, holding 

that the issue is a procedural 
one of exchanging one group of 
Chinese delegates for another. 

Those who wish to keep the 
Peiping government out of the 
U.N.—at least for the time being 
—contend that the isue is sub- 
stantive, involving the same 
principles as, for instance, the 
election of a nation to the U.N. 
Security Council. 

Divergence of Views. 


Although Britain may go along| much of the Army document 


with the United States on post- 
poning debate on Chinese repre- 
sentation when the assembly 
opens, that country, as one of 
an increasing number of nations 
that have formally recognized 
Peiping, is expected to stép up 
its pressure for Red China's 
eventual admission to the U.N. 

Britain holds that the Com- 
munist China is the de facto 
government on the Chinese 
mainland and that there can be 
no general settlement of far 
eastern issues until the major 
power in that area is a U.N. 
member. 

+The United States has argued 
repeatedly that Communist China 
should not be allowed to “shoot 
its way” into the U.N. and main- 
tains that the Korean armistice 
should not be an automatic sig- 
nal for Peiping’s entry. 

There has been no disposition 
on the part of Congress to agree 
to any sort of compromise with 
Britain and others on the issue. 


One of the main puposes of 
the current Anglo-American con- 
sultations is to avoid any repe- 
tition of the type of open split 
among the western allies that 
occurred last month over the 
question of extending a U.N. in- 
vitation to India to participate 
in the Korean political confer-

FARM BROADCASTS 
BEGIN TOO EARLY, 
SURVEY SHOWS 


Farmers don’t get up as early 
as they used to, what with mod- 
ern conveniences to speed the 


chores, anc many of them are 
still in bed when those early 
morning farm programs come on 
the radio, the Weather Bureau 
was told here ‘yesterday. 

Farm agents, newspaper farm 
writers and broadc rs told a 
survey team of the bureau that 
daylight saving time—“city slick- 
er time”—is to blame for pro- 
gramming too early, as well as 
commercial sponsors’ claims on 
the best hours. Neon weather 
forecasts, “really at 11 o'clock,” 
are broadcast while the farmer 
is still in the fields, they agreed. 

James M. Beall, meteorologist 


of Washington, D.C., and Gerard 
Barger, Midwest area climatolo- 
gist for the bureau, were told 
that five-day forecasts, mailed to 
farmers each Tuesday and Fri- 
day, ought to be distributed a 
day earlier so the farmer is sure 
to have his weekend forecast 
when he comes into town on 
Saturday. 

“More farm information is 
swapped on Saturday than any 
other day,” a farm writer ob- 
served. The conference was held 
in the Federal Building, ar- 
ranged by St. Louis Meteorolo- 
gist Harry F. Wahlgren.

Wife Waits for 


Word of Major, 


Hero of Death March in Korea 


Captured in Early Days of War, He Was 
With P.O.W.s Massacred at Tunnel

Guards.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP) 
—Operation Big Switch has end- 
ed in Korea and still there is 
no word of what happened to 
“the Major”’—the hero of a 
Communist-ordered death march 


from Seoul in the early days of 
wre war. 

mven though the Freedom 
— has been slammed shut in 

e prisoner of war exchange, 
the Major’s wife still is waiting 
after three years for someone, 
somewhere to end the terrible 
suspense of not knowing. 

She is like thousands of other 
Americans who had a husband 
or a son or a father among the 
almost 8,000 men missing in 
action. She had hoped her 
man was still alive and would 
be among those freed by the 
Reds. 

Now the Major’s wife hopes 
there is someone among the re- 
turning prisoners who will be 
able to tell her the fate of her 
husband. 

Start of His Story. 

Maj. William Thomas Mc- 
Daniel of Ahoskie, N.C., an 
Albany, Ga., was stationed at 
Camp Haugen in northern Mon- 
shu, Japan, when the war began. 
He was 35 years old, a graduate 
of the U.S. Military Academy in 
the class of 1941. He lived at 
Camp Haugen with his 27-year- 
old wife, Helen, and his two 
sons—then 4 and 3. 

The war had been underway 
only a few days when McDaniel 
was ordered into Korea with the 
Twenty-fourth Infantry Division. 
He told his wife it would be best 
for her to take the children 
home to North Carolina. 

A few days after he left, Mrs. 


McDaniel received a letter. The 
major told her not to worry. 
Everything was going to be all 
right. 

McDaniel reached the front 
about July 15, 1950. Elements 
of his division—commanded by 
Maj. Gen. William Dean—were 
fighting a desperate battle for 
time around Taejon. The Reds 
had overrun part of the artillery. 
Even Gen. Dean was down with 
his troops shooting at tanks. 

McDaniel led a foray to re- 
capture howitzers overrun by 
the Reds. He did, leading his 
men through a gantlet of enemy 
fire. And then McDaniel was 
captured, only five days after he 
entered the fight. He never 
knew he won the Silver Star for 
his bravery and a promotion to 
the rank of lieutenant colonel. 

On Forced March. 

About three months later, we 
heard the ‘story of McDaniel 
from survivors of a Red mas- 
sacre at a railroad tunnel near 
the little town of Sunchon in 
North Korea. 

The boys who escaped the 
massacre knew McDaniel only as 


q | ‘the Major.” 


“He was a wonderful guy,” 
one of them said. “The Major 
risked his own neck to get bet- 
ter treatment for us. He always 
gave us part of his food and 
shared his cigarettes and he took 
care of us as best he could.” 

McDaniel was forced to march 
from Seoul to Pyongyang with a 
prisoner group. Whenever a 
prisoner died on this death 
march—died of illness or a Red 
bullet in the head—the Major 
insisted on a Christian burial. 
He refused to go on until he 
had said a prayer over the grave. 


In each grave he left a bottle 


A survivor said: “We never 
would have made it except for 
the Major.” And others who 
escaped agreed. 


Massacre of Prisoners. 

In October 1950 the Reds put 
McDaniel and other prisoners on 
a teain which was to carry them 
from Pyongyang to Manchuria. 
United States bombers attacked 
the train and it stopped in a 
tunnel to wait for the shield of 
darkness. There the Communist 
guards decided to kill their pris- 
oners. 

At dusk the guards told Mc- 
Daniel to come with them—that 
they were going to get food for 
the prisoners. The Major left 
the train with his captors, 

Then the guards took the 
other Americans from the train 
in three groups. As the boys 
sat in the fields with their rice 
bowls in their hands, waiting 
to be fed, the guards opened 
fire. Later, we found 68 bodies. 
Somehow 22 youths survived. 

“We never saw the Major 
after he left the train,” one 
youth said. “We don’t know 
what happened to him.” 

For three years, Mrs. McDan- 
iel has been hoping. 

She is living now in Willlams- 
burg, Va. Both McDaniel boys, 
Tom and John, are old enough 
to’ go to school this year. And 
Mrs. McDaniel has decided to 
get a job. 

“For a long time I couldn't 
bear to talk about what hap- 
pened,” she says. “But finally 
I knew I had to face reality. I 
still hope there will be some- 
one coming back who can tell 
me something. Anything is bet- 
ter than this.”

DETROIT, Sept. 10 (UP)—An 
automobile, with a Detroit Race 
Course jockey Willie Carstens 
up, lost a speedy race with a 
police cruiser.

Rosie’s retirement was caused 
by improvements in plane de- 
signs and manufacturing meth- 
ods, according to officials of Re- 
public Aviation’s huge plant 
here. *

Home Freezer Solves Problems. 


If you own a home freezer, it 
can solve many problems for you 
since frozen sandwiches are the 
real time-savers in the lunchbox 
field. If Mother is employed, or 
when she is especially busy, the 
youngsters might even make 
their own sandwiches on Satur- 
days, ready for the freezer. 


Make them in quantity to save 
both time and energy; most 
sandwiches can be stored two or 
three weeks. They thaw in three 
to four hours, so you can pack 
the frozen sandwich in the morn- 
ing and it will be completely 
thawed by the noon hour. 


All varieties of bread will 
freeze satisfactorily. Spread the 
bread generously with butter or 
margarine so that fillings will 
not soak through. 

Most fillings freeze well, but 
there are a few exceptions. Egg 
salad is one; the white of the egg 
tends to toughen. Jelly will soak 
into the bread during freezing. 
Lettuce and tomatoes should be 
avoided, as they do not freeze

HOW TO FREEZE 
BARTLETT PEAS 


Fresh Bartlett pears are now 
coming into the markets in good 
supply. While you are enjoying 
fresh pears for out-of-hand eat- 
ing, for fresh fruit salads, and 


for fresh pies and other desserts, 


be sure to schedule time for 
freezing a supply of pears for 


Bartlett pears freeze very suc- | 
cessfully, retaining the delicate 
flavor and crispy texture of or- 
chard fresh fruit. The method 
for freezing differs from the 
way in which other fruit is fro- 
zen but freezing pears is still an 
easy and economical way of pro- 
cessing them. Slices or quar- 
ters of pears are dipped in boil- 
ing hot syrup before being 
chilled and packed in cold syrup 
for freezing. 

In selecting pears for freezing, 
choose ripe but firm pears. They 
should be yellow and yield to 
gentle pressure. Wash, pare and 
core fruit. Cut in quarters, or 
slices. Dip in boiling 40% syrup 
for one to two minutes, then 
chill on trays in refrigerator. 
When chilled, pack pears into 
freezing containers and cover to 
within one-half inch of top of 
jar with cold 40% syrup to 
which ascorbic acid has been 
added. 

Forty per cent syrup is made 
in the proportion of one part 
sugar to one and one-half parts 
water. Use one-fourth teaspoon 
ascorbic acid to each cup of cold 
syrup. Add ascorbic acid to syr- 
up just before using with a min- 
imum of agitation. Allow head 
space for expansion and insert 
crumpled e¢ellophane to hold 
pears under syrup. . 

Pears frozen in this, way may 
be used in the salads and des- 
serts we enjoy with fresh pears 
and as breakfast fruit or a des- 
sert fruit sauce. Use frozen 
pears quickly upon thawing, 
while some ice crystals are still 
present.

REPORTS CHINESE MOVED IN 


ON RICH KOREAN FARM AREA 


TOKYO. Sept. 10 (UP)—Chi- 
nese civilians have taken over 
a fertile 10-mile farming belt 
along the Yalu river and are in 
North Korea to stay, a repatri- 
ated American sergeant said to- 


day. 

During his 2% years of im- 
prisonment near the North Ko- 
gean boundary, M. Sgt. William 
S. Powell, Pierceville, Kan., 
watched the Chinese migrate 
across the river and drive Ko- 
rean farmers from their lands. 

“The Koreans don’t have much 
to say about it,” Powell said. 
“The Chinese have taken over 
the Yalu valley for about 10 
miles all along the river, and 
they intend to stay. The Ko- 
reans have been pushed back 
into the less fertile lands, and 
they don’t like it.”

Spingarn today called on the 
Government to bring about “a 
competitive market or some 
form of supervision” over the 
oil industry 

He catiansted that increases in 
the last three months will cost 
consumers: .and taxpayers be- 
tween $500,000,000 and one bil- 
lion dollars a year, including a 
$50,000,000 jump in petroleum 
costs to the armed forces. 

Spingarn’s term on the Trade 
Commission expires Sept. 25. A 
Democrat, he will be replaced 
by Republican John W. Gwynne 
of Iowa. C then will have a 
Republican majority, 

Cites World-Wide Rises. 

Spingarn’s statement declared 
the world-wide round of price 
increases reflects a decision by 
the international oil companies 
to continue basing world prices 
on current American market 
prices despite greatly improved 
world supplies. 

“If this decision goes unchal- 
lenged,” he said, “the interna- 
tional oil companies will be pro- 
vided with a precedent on the 
basis of which they will be able 
to drive prices in world markets 
to higher and higher levels. ... 

“Over the long-run, it may be 
expected that since United 
States output is already high 
cost, and will probably become 
more so as wells are drilled 
deeper and as more oil is recov- 
ered by secondary recovery 
measures, greater and greater 
use will be made of the mechan- 
ism to raise United States 
prices.” 

The “mechanism” he referred 
to is what he described as the 
“quasi-governmental control” by 
which American crude oil pro- 
duction is governed.

The retiring commissioner said 
he had no specific plan for solv- 
ing “this tremendously complex 
and important problem,” adding: 

“But I feel that the time has 
come for the Government of the 
United States to face the reali- 
ties of the situation and to chart 
a course of action which will 
make the essential interésts of 
this country and of our allies 
paramount to private interests.” 


NEW OBJECT DISCOVERED IN 
SKY, MAY BE 10TH PLANET 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Sept. 10 
(UP)—Discovery of a new object 
in the sky that may be a comet, 
an asteroid or even the long- 
sought tenth planet was an- 
nounced today by the Harvard 
Observatory. 

“It will take a lot of observa- 
tions to establish just what this 
object is, how big it is and how 
far away from the earth it is lo- 
cated,” Frank Q. Orrall of the 
observatory said. 

It was first sighted in the 
southern sky, halfway between 
the horizon and overhead, it is 
of the twelfth magnitude, visible 
with a small telescope in the 
constellation Pisces. 

“It was first sighted by the 
astronomer S. Arend, who noti- 
fied He oe ge observatory of 
his discovéry Sept. 1,” Orrall 
said. “The, cable from Copen- 
hagen identifies the object as a 
‘planet,’ though that could be 
anything from an object a mile 
across to the tenth planet as- 
tronomers have been seeking.” 
The tenth planet is believed to 
exist because of unexplained 
movements of the planet Pluto, 
discovered 23 years ago two bil- 
lion miles from earth.

“Yet cigar smoking is one of the last pleas- 
ures still confined exclusively to men, except 
for the Scandinavian countries, and unless cigar 
smokers organize we will all be driven out into 
the streets. 

“Besides protecting the rights of cigar smok- 
ers, the CSU is also interested in seeing that 
cigars are properly selected. A man always takes 
pains to select a tie but doesn’t give any thought 
to the shape of his cigar. Yet most people no- 
tice a cigar long before they notice a tie. A man 
with a fat face should always select a thin cigar 
and, likewise, a man with a thin face should 
smoke a fat cigar. When puffing on a cigar the 
smoke should be blown away from the face, as 
cigar smoke tends to linger and can cloud the 
air. 

“There are two schools of thought as to what 
to do to make non-cigar smokers appreciate ci- 
gars. One is that if you blow the smoke away 
from them they will not be bothered by cigars 
and will accept them as harmless weapons of 
relaxation. The other maintains that if you con- 
stantly blow smoke into the faces of non-cigar 
smokers they will eventually build up a resist- 
ance and in time a liking for cigar smoke. The 
extremists of this school maintain that if this 
is done frequently enough, the non-cigar smok- 
ers will soon appreciate cigar smoke so much 
that they won’t be able to do without it, and will 
even seek out cigar smokers to satisfy their 
craving.

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American Version Usually Is Mild Interpretation of the Real Thing

READER with hair on his 

chest wants to know, via a 

postcard, if we can “come up 
with a real hot Texas or Mexi- 
can chill recipe. Let's have the 
real thing,” he says. 

I can give you the real thing 
all right, but not people 
are going to like i walees they 
come from Mexico or have as- 
bestos to The fact of the 
matter is that whereas Mexicans 
really like it hot, not 
Americans do, and most 
can chili, as well as other Mex- 
ican dishes, is a milder version 
of the original article. Which, 
so far as this writer, and a lot 
of other people with just ordi- 
nary American style tongues and 
stomachs are concerned, is quite 
all right. 

Properly speaking, by ty of 
keeping the record straight, 
chili ig not a dish, nor a food, 
but a species of pepper plant. 
Chili con carne means meat in a 
pepper sauce. In Mexico they 

inform you, with a lift of 
the eyebrow, that the stuff with 
be and tomatoes in it, which 
is sold over the United States as 
chili, has little relation te the 
real thing. 

Here, now, is a recipe for the 
real McCoy, the kind of recipe 
used by the purists. Start with 
about eight dried chili peppers 
and remove the seeds from the 
pods. Put them in about four 
cups of cold water and bring it 
to a boil dnd let it boil slow! 
until the skins slip off, whic 
will take about three quarters of 
an hour. Maybe a little longer. 
Rub the pulp through a colander 
or sieve to make a smooth paste. 
You should wind up with about 
two thirds of a cup of pulp, and 
this is the soul of your chili. 

If you can’t get peppers, chili 
powder will do, using one table- 
spoon for each pod of chili, but 
this recipe is for purists. Now 
for the meat. Get two pounds 
of center cut round steak and a 

ound of center cut fresh ham. 
Trim them and cut them in 
cubes less than half an inch. 
Now, you will want from one 
half to two and a half cups of 
fat rendered from beef suet, de- 
pending on how greasy you like

your chili. Saute four cloves 
of chopped garlic, two chopped 
onions in the fat. Add the meat 
and cook until it’s gray, not 
brown, and then add a prupe 
of cups of water and let it - 
mer for an hour. 


Now get a teaspoon of comino 
seeds, and a teaspoon of oregano 
seeds and rub them to a pow- 
der, roasting if necessary. Add 
the chili pulp (or powder) to the 
comino and oregano powder and 
add it all to the meat, alon 
with a tablespoon of salt, Coo 
it slowly for one hour. 

The chili at this int will 
become a highly condensed af- 
fair about like packaged mince- 


meat and you can keep it for 
days. To serve it, cut off a 
chunk and cook it in water un- 
til you get a good meat stew. 
This is chili straight. Serve it 
over boiled beans or macaroni 
or rice.

More Light 
For a Dark 


Basement 
By Hubbard Cobb 


HE trouble, as we see it, 
T with most basements is that 

they are just too darn dark 
and the reason they are dark is 
that they don't get enought light 
because they don't have enough 
windows. 


Once a house has been com- 
pleted, trying to put additional 
windows in the basement can 
be an expensive job. 


What you can do, however, Is 
to make every square inch of 
existing window do its job and 
then be sure that the light you 
do get into the basement isn’t 
absorbed by some dark surface. 

In many homes the shrubs and 
bushes around the foundation 
keep a good deal of light away 
from the basement windows. 
These shrubs should be removed 
and placed far enough away 
from the windows not to inter- 
fere with the passage of light. 

Many basement windows are 
just plain dirty and this keeps 
out a good deal of light. Wash- 
ing the windows and removing 
some of the earth directly un- 
der the windows so it won't 
splash on the clean glass dur- 
ing a rain will help consider- 
ably. 

You'll be surprised at just 
how much good giving the base- 
ment walls and ceiling a light 
coat of paint will do. The walls 
should be painted with a paint 
suitable for masonry surfaces. 

As for the ceiling, you don’t 
even have to cover the exposed 
beams if you don’t want to — 
just give them a coat of light 
paint. 

Of course, covering the ceil- 
ing with building boards and 
then applying the paint to this 
makes a more efficient and at- 
tractive job. :

S TONE AGE men used caves | 
as 


cold - weather homes, 

There are clear proofs that 

many of the caves were occu- 

led during the time of the last 

ce sheet which spread over 
Europe. 


I have spoken about the im- 
provenens of weapons during 
he Stone Age, and you may 
wonder how we can know about 
the order in which the weapons 
were invented. The main proofs 
have been found in layers of 
materials under the present 
floors of caves in southern Eu- 
rope. 

Scientists have Gag mie Gi gente 
as great as 40 or 
some cases they have a 
layer after layer of material left 
by Stone Age people who lived 
in the caves many thousands of 
years ago. 

* * * 
WE KNOW that those people 


‘used stone weapons because they 
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left the remains of stone ham- 
mers, axes, knives, spearheads 
and arrowheads. In the deepest 


ayers, the chipped stone tools 


| 


are more crude than in the 
layers above. Pointed stones 
which would make the heads of 
spears have been dug up from 
deep layers. Other pointed 
stones, found in upper layers 
are like the flint arrowheads 
used by American Indians. 

Is is plain that the lower 
layers are the older ones. The 
upper layers are those left from 
the period near the end of the 
Old Stone Age. 


LATER CAME another period

Stone Age, or Late Stone Age. 
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During this period men used 

wooden handles for their anes.
